Wc would like, to bellnvc l^rcsldent Roose 
velfs decision to' discontinue tbe WPA rcpre- 
finnts a cliaiiRc In New Deal spending pojlcles. 
It mlRlit appear lliat the clilef executive has 
decided- to mend his ways alter nnitly/,lnR 
returns of the last election. FollowlnR this 
presumption, It would accm logical for Jilm 
lo do nwny with the spendlnR progrnm com- 
InR In lor the most criticism. 

But we arc IncUncd-to believe the Prc.-ildcnt 
'was motivated by no aucji thouRhts. The pres- 
ent nation-wide ehortaRC of labor nnd the 
particularly troublesome manpower problem 
have made It almost Impos-slble to maintain 
■the WPA; Any continued attempt to do go 
under these conditions would be ludicrous. 

Naturally, Idaho and all other state.s ol 
the Union have derived some benefit .from 
the millions of dollars that hnvtf' been 
spent tlirouRh WPA. It's impo.sslblc to spend* 
that much monej- without .lomc Kood re- 
sulting. 

"Exchislve of accr.s.s roads, airport runways, 
etc,," st\ys the Idaho WPA Administrator 
Deiin-W. Miller, "the Idaho WPA has con- 
structed 4,000 miles of roads and highways, 
7C4 brldRM and viaducts, 230 public build- 
ings, 31 recreational facilities, 30 utility 
planU, IGO miles of water mains, nnd reclaim- 
ed thousands qT ncccs ot land tn a Gtatcwldc 
noxious weed proRram." 

O.ntenslbly dcslpncd to relieve uncmploy 
mcnt, the .WPA has employed 50.000 men 
and womeh at "one lime or another" In Idaho 
since it5 inception In 1035. 

Of course Idalio benefited from much of 
this "WPA-conatnir.tloii_ftmk._but that doe.i 
not mean all ot.tlil;; work w.as imccs-sary, oj 
- that we could. not have had better con.struc- 
tlon and more of It for the same amount of 
money hatl It been done by other method.^. 
Undoubtedly many of the unemployed 
• . were relieved by thl.s prcRre.^s. but neither 
docs that mean that nil workers on the WPA 
payrolls needed or de.servcd .such relief. 

The point Is that at the outset the public 
dlijn't realize all this money "put up by the 
government" was actually comlnR out of the 
taxpayers' pockets. When the WPA had 
grown to .Mich monstrous pro])ortion.'i lhat 
any curtailment of it,*; jxope seemed Impos- 
sible, communities IhroURhout the United 
States merely fanned the Ilames by compet- 
IhR for their resprcllve shares of the Rovern- 
mcnt Rravy. "If we don't Ret It, .someone else 
will" became a Rcncrat sloRan. and the 
spending and .scjuabbllnR went merrily on. 

Few individual communities would have 
undertaken the;;e con;;tructlon proRrams 
with their o\yn funds. 11 would be spcndlnR 
beyond their means, and that would have 
been poor buslnc.';s. 

Yet. IhroiiRli tile taxation neircssnry to 
provide all the.sc federal funds, the tax- 
payers have paid the bill neverthclciw. And 
It has .still been poor business because It was 
not kept within reasonable bound.';.
